ROOSEVELT QUICK TO ACT. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 25.—[Special.)— 
Just as all the clouds upon the firmament of 
American-Japanese relations were disap- 
pearing as a result of the visit of Gen. 
Kuroki, there has occurred at San Francisco 
another assault upon Japanese subjects 
which has caused irritation in Tokio. 

Under instructions from his government, 


Viscount Aoki, the Japanese ambassador, has 


made an investigation of an attack made 
the day before yesterday upon a Japanere 


restaurant which resulted in damage to the 


establishment, frightening of customers, and 


danger to the Japanese proprietor and Jap- 


anese employés, Viscount Aoki! today got a 
full report from the Japanese consul general. 

The latest San Francisco trouble started 
when two men went into a Japanese 
restaurant in Eighth street. They were / 
Griven out, and then went to the Horseshoe 
restaurant, in Folsom street, also conducted 
by Japanese. A crowd followed them, and 
shortly after they had entered the restaurant 
some one threw a brick through the front 
window. Then a regular hail of bricks and 
stones shot through the windows. After the 
Japanese in the restaurant had made their 
escape the mob proceeded to destroy the Fol- 
som street bathhouse, also run by Japanese. 
When the police arrived the crowd scattered, 
and no arrests were made. 

Complaint Made to President. 

As soon as Ambassador Aoki had the facts 
of the cage in his possession today he made 
formal complaint to President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Root. He called attention to the 
treaty guarantees that the persons and prop- 
erty of Japanese should be protected and de- 
manded that it be fulfilled. President Roose- 
velt gave assurances to the ambassador that 
the matter would be at once investigated and 
that in so far as the federel government 
could do so it would provide protection for 
the Japanese. Secretary Root gave similar 
assurances to the ambassador, 

Following the call of the ambassador there 
was a conference between President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Root, which lasted for 
nearly an hour. As a result, Secretary Root, 
acting under the direction of the president, 
telegraphed to Gov. Gillett of California, 
calling his attention to the complaint of the 
Japanese ambassador, and requesting him to 
institute an investigation, insisting that the 
state must perform its duty in protecting 
these alien people, as provided by the treaty 
and the laws. The treaty contains this pro- 
vigion: 

“The citizens or subjects of each of the 
two high contracting parties shall have full 
Mberty to enter, travel, or reside in any part 
of the territories of the other contracting 
party, and shall enjoy full and perfect pro- 
tection for their persons and property.” 


Strict Orders Sent West. 

President Roosevelt also directed the at- 
torney general to instruct the district at- 
torney at San Francisco to make an inves- 
tigation of the alleged outrage and to take 
euch measures as he properly could for the 
protection of the Japanese. To what extent 
the district attorney can go is an embar- 
rassing question. It is for the state to en- 
force order within its boundaries. It was for 
this reason that the president firet has called 
upon the governor of California. Should he 
fail to accord full protection to the Japanese, 
the president will bs confronted with one 
of the mort serious questions of his admin- 
istration. ;

Pittsburg to Get Academy of Art 
Without Expense. 


CARNEGIE, PLAN ECLIPSED.

Details of Project Given Out by Friends 
Show Magnitude. 


Pittsburg. Pa., May 25. — [Special. 
Friends of Henry Clay Frick today an- 
nounced that he would erect an academy of 
fine arts, to be presented to Pittsburg on 
land directly opposite the big Carnegie insti- 
tute here. They said the building will cost 
$5,000,000, while the land on which ut is to 
be built has cost almost $1,000,000. 

Mr. Frick will also endow the academy and 
turn it over to the people of Pittsburg with- 
out their being asked to pay a cent. Mr. 
Frick, it is understood, has always been op- 
posed to Mr. Carnegie’s method of increasing 
the taxes of the people of a city through his 
immense gifts, and this is one of the things 
over which Mr, Carnegie and Frick fell out 
years ago. 

Details of the Project. 

The project comprehends the creation of a 
building of such heauty and magnitude that 
it will not only be a worthy rival of the 
Carnegie library building but in some 
respects the latter edifice, splendid as it is, 
will be eclipsed. 

The scheme also will include the establish- 
ment of a large art gallery. Its principal 
claim on public gratitude, however, lies in 
ite mission, a field of development which had 
been omitted in Mr. Carnegie’s scheme for 
his institute. Mr. Frick, always an ardent 
admirer cf art, an acknowledged connois- 
séur, and a collector of international repute, 
was quick to see what a large artistic ele- 
ment has not been slow to prociaim as a 
vitally weak point in the Carnegie institute 
when it was finally settled, that in neither 
the enlarged library building nor the pro- 
posed technical schools had any provision 
been made for the development of artists. 

High Standard Is Fixed. 

Mr. Frick has told friends that he proposed 
to have the academy conducted similarly to 
the best continental and British academies. 
He will, as far as possible, combine the 
methode of study in Paris with the most fa- 
mous schools in Germany, Italy and England, 
and, it is whispered, will endeavor to have a 
staff of world famous instructors,represent- 
ing the best traditions and instincts of all the | 
countries mentioned, besides some particu- 
larly prominent American painters.

LANDED IN CELLS 
FROM POOL BOAT. 
Gambling Excursionists Ar- 


rested as They Return from 
Opening Day of City 


of Traverse. 


TWO TUGLOADS TAKEN IN. 


The first engagement of the land and naval 
war between the new Chicago police admin- 
iptration and the syndicate of gamblers op- 
erating the outlaw City of Traverse ” took 
place yesterday on the South Chicago water 
front. Seventy-two gamdlers were arrested 
in spectacular taids, which mark the be- 
ginning, it is believed, Of the final doom of 
the floating poolroom. Mayor Busse and 
Chief Shippy are determined that the boat 
shall not operate out of Chicago this season, 

The arrests occurred when the boat re- 
turned to its South Chicago dock, as soon as 
it came under the city jurisdiction. Nearly 
800 of the gamblers escaped by a night ride in 
the Robert E. Burke to Indiana Harbor, Ind. 
The Burke is a converted tug and leader of 
the flotilla of small craft that wait on the 
Traverse. 

The raids were a complete surprise to the 
majority of the gamblers who went out on the 
initial *“‘excursion’’ of the poolship and 
thought Chief Shippy wae joking in his 
“raid’’ talk. The charges placed against 
most of the prieoners were that they were in 
“a disorderly place.“ Some were booked for 
vagrancy, 

Gamblers Taken by Surprise, 

The excurston started at 2:30 p. m. with 
nearly 400 persons on board. All was joyous 
until the return trip. The trouble actually 
began at 4:30 o'clock, when the races were 
nearly over and the first boatload was being 
taken off the Traverse, halt a mile from 
shore, by the Robert B. Burke. This boat- 
load consisted of men anxious to catch an 
early train to get home to their wives and 
dinners. They were in profound ignorance 
of what was awaiting them on shore. 

B. R. Hyman, representative of the syn- 
dicate in control, stood on the upper deck of 
the Burke scanning with anxious eye the 
shore line. There was no excitement and no 
police were in sight as the tender swung 
down the river to the Ninety-second street 
bridge in South Chicago. It stopped just 
beyond the bridge to let off the majority of 
the passengers. Still no sign of activity. 
Three men swung their feet idly on a log on 
the river bank. A few loafers on the bridge 
moved up curiously. The gamblers leaped 
to the bank and started to run for trains. 


Police Block the Way. 

Then came action in various quarters. The 
three men on the log got up and started for 
the bridge steps. A big man in a light over- 
coat appeared from the office of the towing 
company at the east end of the bridge and 
blocked the passageway through which the 
gamblers were hurrying. Several more men 
came running across the bridge. They were 
plain clothes men. The big man in the light 
coat was Detective P. J. Walsh of Assistant 
Chief Schuettier’s office. — 

The gamblers started to run, but most of 
them were headed off. The signa! flew across 
the bridge and Sergeant Miller and another 
bunch of plain clothes Mien closed up and 
caught eight of the fugitives at the west end 
of the bridge. Mr. Hyman and Purser Stur- 
geon of the City of Traverse beeame agitated 
and ordered the captain of the Burke to 
hurry up and cast off.

Ruef’s Coup Fails. 


Mayor Schmitz was in Europe and Galla- 
gher was acting mayor and president of the 
board of supervisors. Under Ruef’s orders 
Gallagher removed District Attorney Lang- 
don and appointed Abe Ruef to his place, 
hoping to head off a grand jury investigation. 
The courts set the order aside and the grand 
jury was called. 

The first. result was the indictment of 
Schmitz and Ruef on the charge of extorting 
money from the French restaurants. That 
Was only the beginning. 

Working quietly behind the shelter of the 
French restaurants cases, Burns and Heney 
made sure of their ground as they stalked 
the real game, sten by step, down to the 
startling dénouement of March 18, the dey 
when the supervisors went before the grand 
jury and made their confessions. 


Flood of Confessions. 


It was about six weeks ago when the first 
break occurred in the bulwark of safety 
which the supervisors had thrown around 
themselves. It was this break which broad- 
ened into the flood of admissions and con- 
fessions now in the hands of the prosecutors 
that in its eddy and swirl has caught and 
dragged down into the whirlpool of exposure 
Ruef, Schmitz, and the scores of public or- 
ficials and business men who have fallen 
with them. | 

It was a comparatively insignificant ordi- 
nance before the board of supervisors and the 
bribery. attending it that gave Special Agent 
Burns the hold that he had tried for months 
to gain. 

The ordinance in question was that pro- 
posed to make it a misdemeanor for the pro- 
prietors of skating rinks to admit girig under 
16 years of age into their rinks unless ac- 
companied by parents or guardians, and was 
aimed directly at Frank A. Maestretti, form- 
er president of the boerd of public works 
who is interested in the management of the 
Pavilion skating rink. Supervisors Loner- 
gan and Buxton were those selected to de- 
feat this ordinance, and each agreed to the 
sale of his vote for $500. 

The ordinance was still in committee when 
the transaction occurred. Burns was cog- 
nizant of the hatching of the plot at every 
point, knew every detail ot the plan, was 
assisted by Maestrett! himself, and by Gold- 
en M. Roy, whom he had won to his aid. The 
detective was prepared when the money was 
turned over. With witnesses at his side he 
watched it change hands and heard the in- 
criminating words of. acceptance from the 
lips of une men who had prostituted their 
public position to the end of personal gain.

The shock of it over, Lonergan talked, and 
he put into words what had before been but 
suspicions or partial convictions in the mind 
of the man appointed to bring him and his 
kind to justice. He told of his own past; of 
the sway which Ruef held over him, body 
and soul; of time after time when he had 
received money for similar services: of like 
deals which had never been known: and 
through it all he implicated member after 
member of the board of supervisors... He ad- 
mitted the former disgrace in connection 
with the skating rink bribery, and from this 
went to admiseion of other bribes. 


Ruef Raives Big Stick. 


The supervisors smelled danger. Secret 
caucuses became the frequent order. Fear- 
some: oaths were sworn and accepted. Wil- 
son, who had gone from the smaller field of 
municipal graft to be a real big corporation 
maker in state office, anxiously joined in the 
experience and confidence bracing meetings. 
Ruef brandished the big stick, telling his 
tools frankly enough that they were in much 
less enviable pesition than he; that his boodle 
had been taken as legal fees; that they could 
offer no such excuses; they must hang to- 
gether or go across the bay. 

On March 18 Gallagher was confronted with 
the confession of Lonergan. His surrender 
was immediate. He pleaded for his asso- 
ciates; for time to secure the blanket confes- 
sion. The supervisors were hurriedly called 
together the nest night (March 14) and given 
until the next morning to arrive at their 
several conclusions. They met again at 10 
c’clock on the morning of March 15, and 
when they adjorned at 2 o’clock they left the 
caucus souttling for cover under the implied 
safety of immunity from criminal prosecution 
as witnesses before the grand jury. 

Abe Ruef fought to stem the rising tide 
until the supervisors confessed. Then he 
tried to save himself. He fied from the city, 
but was captured. He appealed to the state 
and federal courts. He even tried to appeal 
to the United States Supreme court. Every 
legal door wae closed in his face. There was 
nothing to do but to stand trial.

List of Big Winners Made Up 
Largely of Names New to 
Such Matters. 


Stortes of fabulous winnings by fortunate 
epeculators in wheat have enlivened the gos-

cays. Fortunes have been won and lost since 
the innocent looking, but pernicious “ green 
bug started on its mission to eat up the 
wheat crop of the southwest early im the sea- 


gon, and the sum total of wealth gained ae a | 
return for backing the long side of the mar- 


ket is staggering. | 

Conservative estimates of the amount haz- 
arded on the ficutuating wheat prices place 
the total at $150,000,000 to $200,000,000. The 
bulls have the profits and the bears are nurs- 
ing the financial wounds suffered while mak- 
ing futile efforts to check the advance. 

For once the public, which is generally 
called upon to pay the price for its experience 
in @allying with speculative markets, has 
come out of the fray with re eue, and 

made huge sums but, from pres- 
ery — te hg has nad the good judgment 
to take the fruits of victory and retire from 
the arena for the time being at least. 


Winners List Mostly New Names. 

In the list of winners there is an entirely 
different set of names from those seen here- 
tofore after big speculative campaigns. 
Young brokers on the board who have but 
recently graduated from the ranks of clerks 
and messenger boys are now the possessors 
of comfortable fortunes, while some of the 
erstwhile leaders are on the down and out 


list. 
„Ed Bagley, who has been designated as 
one of the 


the boy broker,” has made 
largest killings’ among the younger ele- 
ment. Not five years ago Bagley was a 
board marker in a local brokerage office. 
Last fall he achieved notoriety by being sus- 
pended for a few days during the dull period 
for relieving the tedium of dragging business 
hours by throwing the pit into sneezing fits 
with Japanese snuff. His gains are esti- 
mated from $80,000 up, some of his friends 
saying that he has had the good fortune to 
take a round quarter of a million dollars.

liquidated. Nothing is heard of the insol- 
vency measure which was proposed a few 
months ago with a view of making delinquent 
brokers pay up or get out.

James A. Patten and George H. Patten, 
members of the firm of Bartlett, Frasier &

side of wheat, and are credited with dividing 
about the largest profits of all trader on 
the board. Their winnings have also been 
huge in corn and oats, which have forged up- 
ward in sympathy with wheat. An even 
million is given as the returns for their 
efforts in the last few weeks. 


Roberts and Champlin Winners. 

Dave Roberts, a cousin of the famous 
“Little Bobs Lord Roberts, England's fa- 
mous commander-in-chief, has made a com- 
petency, and Harry Champlin, who has prob- 
ably won and lost as many fortunes as any 
member of the board, has put about $200,000 
in the. bank.

necessary to make provision for regular 
storage under the rules of the board of trade 
of the city of Chicago on and after July next, 
and to make such statement to the trade as 
they may deem advisable. 


Prepared to Meet Emergency. 

“ Therefore, in accordance with the above 
action of the directors, the committee desires 
to assure the trade that no uneasiness or 
alarm need be felt in regard to the situation, 
and to call attention to the fact that, even 
though the present regular warehouses do 
not apply to be made regular on July 1 next, 
still under the rules of the board warehouse 
receipts representing all the contract grain 
in store in such regular elevators on June 30 
next would be deliverable on contracts for 
the ensuing six months, thus providing for 
delivery of such receipts on contracts matur- 
ing in July, September, and December next. 

“The committee, acting on behalf of the 
board of directors, further desires to assure 
the trade that ample provision will be made 
for public storage to meet all requirements, 
having already assurance of sufficient regu- 
lar storage capacity to meet any emergency 
that may arise.“ 


Question One of Discipline. 


The principal bone of contention between 
the warring factions has been the question 
of discipline, the elevator interests claiming 
that they should not be subject both to 
discipline under the rules of the board and 
also amenable to the laws of the state. 

In explanation of their position the circu- 
lar letter addressed to the directors said: 

We beliéve the board of trade should 
supervise the weighing and inspection of all 
grain deliverable on contracts, so far as is 
consistent with the laws of the state.

HOSPITAL Fo bp ENLARGED 


ADDITION TO GERMAN INSTITU- 
TION PLANNED. | 


Project Contemp tes Erection of Two 
New Buildings and an- Outlay of 
$200,000—Will Be Like Modern 
Hotel and Have Separate Residence 
for Nurses— General Appeal for the 
Necessary Funds te Be Made te 
Teutonic People in Chicago. 


Plans have been completed for an addition 
to the German hospital at Larrabee street and 
Grant place which will make the hospital one 
of the best equipped institutions in the city. 

The project, which will involve an outlay of 
$200,000, contemplates the erection of two 
new buildings a unique hospital structure 
arranged on the plan of a modern hotel, and 
a nurses’ residence, equipped with accommo- 
dations for nurses at the hospital and for 
a registered nurses’ school. 

Only a small part of the funds necessary 
for the addition have been obtained. A gen- 
eral appeal is to be made at once to Germans 
of the city. If the response is what is hoped 
for, work on the new buildings will begin in 
the fall. 

“It is a strange situation,“ said Paul Ger- 
hardt, vice president of the hospital board, 
yesterday. There are more German citi- 
zens in Chieago than there are of any other 
nationality, Americans included, and yet 
the old German hospital building, a structure 
entirely inadequate, is the only hospital ao- 
commodation we have. It is time the Ger- 
mans of the ofty awoke to this need. 


Building to Be Fireproof. 


The plans, which have been prepared by 
Mr. Gerhardt, provide for a main building 
of reinforced concrete, six stories high. This 
will, be of fireproof construction, no wood 
being used except for a few doors. 

The principal feature of thie bullding will 
be 100 private rooms, each connected with 
a bath and wardrobe after the manner of 
the best modern hotels. There will be no 

rds in the structure, this feature of the 
hospital work being left to the old building. 
On the street level, in the center, there will 
be a two story lobby covered with a glass 
skylight and containing a fpuntain and pool 
This will be connected with offices and re- 
ception rooms. 

The first floor will contain also a phar- 
macy, dining rooms, quarters for the super- 
intendent, matron, head nurse, and other 
officials, and rooms for students. In the 
basement will be the main kitcheg, the diet 
kitchen, and serving rooms. 

The sixth floor will contain two operating 


rooms, each 20x80 feet, equipped with glass 


roofs and connected with amphitheaters for 
clinics. This floor also will contain rooms 
for. consultation, sterilizing, eye and ear op- 
erations, surgical dressing, end X-ray and 
pathological laboratories. 


New Building for Nurses. 


The nurses’ residence, which will be made 
a separate structure, in accordance with re- 
cent theories that nurses should not be quar- 
tered in the hospital building in which they 
work, will be a two story structure, 50 by 125 
feet in size. There will be a lecture hall and 
other rooms for a nurses’ schoo! in addition 
to the nurses’ quarters, an independent la un- 
dry, and other accommodations. 

A new power, heating, and cold storage 
plant will be placed in the rear of the nurses’ 
3 structure will occupy ground which 
has been acquired recently just north of the 
old building. Architecturally the style of the 
main building will be a modified Italian 


renaissance. '

The season at Riverview and Sans Souci 
parks was opened yesterday under auspicious 
clrcumstances.

Park officials evidently have 
appreciated the fact that green grass and 
shade trees have proved to Be the greatest 
drawing cards, and the prettiest feature of 
the new grounds, as well as the old, is the 
garden effect. — 

There are many new thrillers, direct from 
Coney Island.“ according to the programs. 
But these failed to infringe on the popularity 
of the scenic railway and roller coaster. At 
the gates of these attractions from 100 to 800 
persons were standing in line continually. 

One of the new features is a baseball game, 
“strictly up to date,“ in operation at all 
hours. Most of the “ pike™ concessions are 
new. Among them are the train robbery, in 
which 150 persons, a fifty-six ton locomotive, 
and regulation sized string of coaches take 
part; the zig-zag, a new whirl of a ride, and 
a giant swing, 100 feet high. ‘“ Hell's Gate 
was not ready, but attracted much notice. 


Many Enjoy Roller Skating. 

Riverview intends to promote the roller 
skating fad. The largest rink in the city has 
been erected on the new addition. It was a 
living swirl of skaters all evening.

Tt has a large seating capacity. The best 
show on the grounds is said to be Big Otto's 
Wild Animal Jungle.“ It comprises a series 
of performances by many kinds of wild 
beasts. Kryl’s band rendered a popular pro- 
gram and held a large portién of the pleasure 
seekers in the immense open air garden about 
the new band shell. 


Crowds at Sans Souci. 

Sans Souci park was @ mecca for pleasure 
seekers. In the evening almost 80,000 passed 
through the gates. Cottage Grove and ele- 
vated cars seemed to run almost for the spe- 
cial benefit of amusement seekers, and emer- 
gency entrances had to be broken open to ac- 
commodate crowds that gathered in a dense 
crush about the main entrance.

PARIS, May 26.—Theodote Tilton, editor 
and author, died here today after a lingering 
ness caused by qouble pneumonia, compu- 
cated with heart troubie. 

The body probably will be buried in, the 
French capital. Mrs. Pelton, a married 
daughter of the old editor, who Hves in 
Brooklyn, N. T., when informed of her 
father’s death, said no plans have been 
made or are in contemplation to remove the 
body to America. 


Sketch of His Career. 

Mr. Tilton was born in New York City 
Oct. 2, 1885. After studying in the public 
schools, he entered the Free academy, now 
the College of the City of New York, where 
he was graduated in 1855. He was connected 
with the New York Observer for a short time 
and then joined the staff of the Independent, 
with which he was connected from 1856 to 
ange Boe latter part of the period as its editor 


After leaving the Independent, Mr. Tilton 
was for a few months editor in chief of the 
Brooklyn Union, succeeding Stewart L. 
Woodford, and then in 1872 founded a weekly 
journal of his own, called the Golden Age. 
Two years later he sold it to hie associate, 
William T. Clarke, but continued to write 
for it as a special contributor. 

During all this time he was prominent as 
a public speaker and lecturer... He was a 
handsome man, of noble figure, and com- 
manding pregence, poetic in temperament, 
and extremely eloquent. He was a strong 
advocate of woman's rights, and frequently 
addressed conventions of the supporters of 
the movement. He also was an ardent aboli- 
tionist. 


Was Accuser of Beecher. 


In 1874 he preferred charges against Henry 
Ward Beecher, who had been his pastor and 
intimate friend, as well as his predecessor as 
editor of the Independent, alleging that Mr. 
Beecher had been guilty of improper con- 
duct towards Mrs. Tilton. A committee of 
Mr. Beecher’s church, after investigating the 
charges, pronounced them baseless; but Mr. 
Tilton filed a civil suit against Mr. Beecher, 
Cemanding $100,000 damages for alienation of 
Mrs. Tilton’s affection. 

The trial, which was held in Brooklyn, con- 
sumed six months, and at its close the jury, 
efter deliberating for a week, failed to agree, 
nine sustaining the defendant and three the 
plaintiff. The verdict was not proven 
end the case was never tried again.

lution?’ 

Police the Only Weapon. 

Premier Stolypin remarked, resignedly: 

„% What more measures can we take? We 
have tried everything, and martial law con- 
tinues to represent Russian internal admin- 
istration. There is nothing left us but to 
continue to depend on our police.“ 

The premier then decided that the constitu- 
tional democrats’ simpler resolution was 
preferable/ and approved the speaker’s action 
in putting N to the duma.

Railroads Will Refuse. 

The indications are that the companies 
will reject both of the general demande of 
the labor unions. They will remedy any 
grievances which they can which the em- 
ployés put forward, and every effort will be 
made to patch up the dispute without an 

n rupture. If the unions decide neverthe- 
less on a general strike, the situation will 
be one of great gravity. The strikers are al- 
most certain to lose in the end, if for no other 
reason than thal publie sentiment is over- 
whelmingly against them. No great strike 
movement in this country ever succeeded 
without the support of public sympathy. 


Politics in Deal. 

There is, unfortunately, a considerable ele- 
ment of politics in the movement. It is more 
than suspected that some of the political 
leaders of the unigns have as their real object 
to cripple the earning power of the railways 
so that the agitation for state ownership will 
succeed. They argue that if the dividend 
earning power of the principal lines disap- 
pears then the chief opposition to government 
control will disappear. 

One would suppose that the lesson which 
London and other large cities have learned 
in the last few years of the failure of munici- 
pal ownership would settle this question. 80 
it has in the minds of a large majority of 
Englishmen, but the socialistic labor unions 
still stick to their fetich, and with a govern- 
ment like the present one in power there is 
always danger of extreme radical legislation. 
In this connection sober Englishmen of both 
parties openly exclaim, “ Thank God for the 
house of lords.“ 


Shareholders Are Alarmed. 

The emergency has thoroughly aroused one 
class of the community, namely, the rall- 
way shareholders, whereof there are about 
half a million in the country. Already there 
is an active movement afoot for the organiza- 
tion of a powerful association of British 
stiareholders. This has been done before in 
connection with disputes in the management 
of individual railways, but the present 
scheme would be largely political. It would 
alm to oppose antagonistic legislation, and 
it cannot de denied that it would be one 
of the most powerful politica) factors in the 
country. It has as an example the remark- 
ably effective work done for some years past 
by the British association of foreign bond- 
holders and it is urged that the existence of 
such an association would supply a complete 
safeguard against such methode of finance as 
have disgraced certain American railway 
managements in recent years.

Irish Patriotism Intense. 

Nothing in Redmond's skillful attempts to 
prove himself consistent can alter this fact.

Tanner declared that his former wife had 
violated? the terms of the decree. He also 
averred that he believes if a demand for 
the child. were made Mrs. Tanner and Dr.

Anderson, Tanner asserts, has been Hving 
with Mrs. Tanner, although he is the hus- 
band of Frances L. Sickles, whom he married 
in March, — * Green Valley, Va.

was not represented at all. 

Standing of the Teams. 

The fourteen point winners entered fin- 
ished in the following order: Morgan Park, 
81; Grand Rapids, 29%; Detroit Central, 28%; 
Lewis, 21; Chicago University High, 18; Mus- 
kegon, 10%; Detroit University school, 9; 
Ann Arbor, 8%; Joliet. 5; Lake View, Chica- 
go, 8; Chicago North Division, 2%; Saginaw, 
8; Plymouth, 1; Benton Harbor, 1. 

There were no records smashed in the track 
events, for the cinder path was soggy and 
there was a cold wind blowing and at times 
rain drove the athletes from the field. 

It was a cold weather man's day, and Dr. 
Mills of Morgan Park wasthe man. He out- 
hornered Horner of Grand Rapids in point 
winning, sooring eighteen points to the Fur- 
niture olty lad’s seventeen. Though Horner 
was more versatile, running the whole gamut 
of events, from hammer throwing to 
hurdling, the honor of the meet belonged to 
Mills. He left the field with three gold fobs 
and two silver ones, as well as an elaborate 
maize and blue banner for his skill 

Good things Upset. 

The first crack out of the box he threw a 
shiver into the Michigan prep school men by 
taking the hundred from Widman, Detroit 
Central, and Bastar, Benton Harbor, touted 
to battle it out for first.

Regattea Is Considered the Biggest

Madison, Wia, May 25.—{Special }—Next 
‘Friday the in and Syracuse uni- 
versity crews will meet op Lake Mendota 
in the first intercollegiate rowing regatta 
ever held in the west. The event will be pre- 
ceded by a race between the four cared boats 
of the two universities, and a contest be- 
tween the Wisconsin freshmen and the St.

SEVENTH ANNUAL OONFERENCH 
MEET AN OPEN CONTEST. 
Chicago and Illinois Appear to Be 
Leading Rivals for Track and Field 
Honors Next Saturday, but Smaller 
Colleges Have Opportunultty to Shine 
—Large Fields and Many Unknown 
Contenders Make Forecasting Re- 

sult More Difficult than Usual. 


Sixteen colleges, large and small, will send 
athletes from all parts of the middle west 
to Marshall field next Saturday for the 
seventh annual western intercollegiate track 


refusal to accept the conference regulations, 
removed as a dominating factor, and its ath- 
letes not represented in the meet for the first 
time since its inception, the smaller colleges 
will burst into the limelight to divide the 
points among a large field. 

Chicago and Illinois appear as the two lead- 
ing rivals for first honora, while Wisconsin 
ip to be counted upon as a possibility. Mis- 
souri, bent upon securing third place, and 
Ames, Grinnell, and Notre Dame, all with 
several star men, are expected to figure the 
most prominently in the scoring by the non 
conference teams. 


Points to Be Scattered. 


The field is large and full of athletes un- 
known except for a few performances in the 
dual meets this year. Many dark horses are 
expected to materialise, and because of the 
uncertainties in almost every event it is 
hafd to predict the outcome. The points will 
be more widely and evenly scattered than 
ever before, it is expected, and it is estimated 
the meet can be won with a total of less than 
thirty-five points, 

Illinois, because of its victory over Chicago 
in the dual meet, has been considered the 
strongest claimant, but it has a better team 
for a dual than for a conference meet. The 
smeller schools will make big inroads into 
its points, especially the seronds and thirds, 
while the dashes and long distance events, 
which yielded richly to the Orange and Blue 
score against Chicago, are expected to give 
it practically nothing in the conference. 
Burroughs, the star weight man, however, 
seems sure of ten and possibly fifteen points, 
and upon him the Illini place their chief re- 
lande. The Chicago point winners, Mer- 
rlam, Schommer, L „ Ididings, Quigiey, 
Barker, and Russell, seem more certain of 
winning their events ‘than do the Tlini stars. 


Markley Favorite in Century. 


In every event there is a large field of men 
with records which promise close competition 
and in some instances may result in new con- 
ference marks. In the 100 yard dash, Mark- 
ley, the Miami sprinter, who placed third in 
the conference last year and who has a 
mark of :00 4-5, is the favorite. He will 
have to run against May of IMinois, Branahan 
of Missouri, Hough of Grinnell, and Dough- 
erty of Minnesota, all of whom are credited 
with :10 tn thie distance. These same men, 
with Quigley of Chicago, Mueller of Wis- 
consin, and Rader of Northwestern will 
figure prominently in the 220. May of Illinois 
bas the best record reported this season 
122 3-56, made in the Chicago meet. 

Merriam, conference champion in the quar- 
ter, is not expected to have much difficulty in 
reasserting his supremacy.

Lyon Leads Among Milers. 

Lyon of Chicago so far leads the mile run- 
ners, having made 4:454-5 in the Illinois 
meet, running in competition for the first 
time in two years. Blanknagel of Wisconsin, 
and Marter of Ames, White of Purdue, Dasch 
of Indiana, and Riley of Iowa look the best 
of a large field. In the two mile, Jackson, 
the Missouri man who captured third last 
year in competition with Rowe and Dull of 
Michigan, seems almost certain of victory. 
His best time reported this season is 10:20. 
Bertles of Wisconsin, Miller and Smith of 
Illinois, and Ranley of Iowa appear as his 
most dangerous competitors.

The garden of Allah is the property of 
Count Landon, who figures in Hichens’ book 
under the name of Simeons. 

The count is well on in years and wishes 
to place the beauty spot, on which he has 
expended many years of affectionate toil and 
a large sum of money, beyond the reach of a 
apeculator whe might turn it to what the 
proprietor coneiders base uses. The price

ROME, May 25.—Austria and Italy, al- 

though allied, do not entertain the same cor- 
dial relations as exist between Italy and 
France. Often incidents occur to render 
those relations even more strained, the last 
one being the announcement that Baron 
Aehrenthal, while he went to Berlin to visit 
Emperor William and Billow, will not come 
to Rome to visit King Victor and Senator 
Tittoni, but will meet them at their summer 
residences, Castle Racconigi and the mag- 
nificent villa which the minister of foreign 
affairs has at Desio, near Milan. 

This, whion would have no signifi¢ance in 
any other country, acquires a character of 
serious gravity in Italy, the attitude of the 
Austrian chancellor being explained as in- 
tended to please the vatican, which protests. 
against the amenities in Rome between the 
quirinal and Catholic countries, 

With the exception of Archduke Renieri, 
who is related to the Italian court, having

DIARY PAINTS EX-QUEEN In 
BLACK COLORS. 


Remarkable Book Tries to Reveal the 
Character of the Divorced Wife of 
the King of Saxony, Who Ran 
Away with Giron—Hopes te Win 
Back Her Royal Husband—At Best, 
Book Ia Described as a Betrayal of 
Confidences by a “Governess.”* 


BERLIN, May 25.—*' The Fight for a Royal 
Child—Anna Monica Pia, Duchess of Sax- 
ony.“ ls the title of a remarkable book which 


is about to be published in Dresden and | 


which gives intimate details of the Ute and 
character of the countess Montignoso, the 
divorced wife of the king of Saxony, who is 
living in exile at Florence. 

The book is written in the form of a diary 
kept by a certain Frau Ida Kremer, who 
was dispatched to Florence last autumn by 
the Saxon court to remain four weeks with 
the countess and her daughter, the baby 
Princess Monica Pia, and then to bring the 
child back to Dresden. The child's mother 
having refused to part with her so soon, 
Frau Kremer continued a member of the 
countess’ household as governess until De- 
dember, and during that time was made the 
recipient of many of her confidences, 

If the book tells the truth there has been 
@ surprising betrayal of confidence; if it 
does not tell the truth, it contains as black a 
pack of lies as were ever written to influence 
public opinion against a woman. 


Moved by Impulse. 

Frau Kremer depicts the countess as an 
hysterical, whimsical person, without any 
fixity of purpose, and actuated—as in the case 
of her flight with the Belgian tutor Giron 
from the Saxon court in 1902—wholly by the 
impulses of the moment. The baby princess 
is described as an incorrigible child, who 
has te be tickled to sleep and has a strange 
passion for the smeil of benzine.”* The 
countess’ love for her child is declared to be 
fictitious. The countess continues to wear 
her wedding ring, and refers to the king of 
Saxony as her husband. She constantly ex- 
presses confidence that a reconciliation will 
yet come, and told Frau Kremer repeatedly 
that if she could only get the king alone— 
away from his intriguing entourage—she 
would “know how to win him back.“ She 
asked the governess, some day when she 
was back in Dresden with the child,“ to con- 
trive to get the king alone in the park, when 
the countess would steal up and surprise him 
and hold a conversation which would soon 
right matters. 


„Faust“ in Bible Cover. 


Frau Kramer tells of seeing on the coun- 
tess’ bedroom table what appeared to be a 
bible, but which proved to be a copy of 
Goethe's Faust. The countess confessed 
that she had sewn Faust in a bible cover 
to avoid ennui at mass during her exfle with 
the old countess at Ronno, Austria, after the 
Dresden escapade, her parents having farmed 
her out to the countess In the hope that 
“ecastigation and partial starvation would 
drive the devil out of her soul” The diarist 
reports that the countess must have once had 
a great affection for Giron, but that it be- 
came utter aversion and finally indifference. 
She read a newspaper account of his engage- 
ment, but it did not ipterest her. 

The concluding portion of the book Is de- 
voted to a graphic description of a burgiar 
alarm at the villa outside Florence, where 
the countess resides. Frau Kremer was 
alarmed one night by revolver shots, and a 
few minutes later the countess, with a cou- 
ple of servants, rushed into the governess’ 
bedroom announcing that burglars had been 
trying to break in. The governess says she 
later thoroughly convinced herself that the 
purglar incident was arranged by the coun- 
tess for the purpose of inducing the goy- 


AMERICA GOAL OF ITALIAN 


Boomoiho CONDITIONS urvrTura 
TO ALIEN TIDE. 


Question of Gravest Concern to Ger. 
ernment at Rome Partly Solved by 
Prosperity in United States Which 
Draws Thousands—Minimum Wage 
Here Five Times That Paid in Italy 
—~—Bill in Parliament te Facilitate 
Reassuming Citizenship.

ROME, May 25.—The emigration question 

perhaps is one of the gravest probleme for 
Italy from one point of view and for the 
United States from another. According to 
present provisions this year the number of 
emigrants will reach 1,000,000 and e large 
portion will go to America. 

Contrary to what happens in France there 
ie a constant Increase in population, so that 
while in 1870 the peninsula had 25,000,000 mn. 
habitants, it now has 34,000,000 without cal- 
culating about 6,000,000 who emigrated 
chiefly to central and South Africa, countries 
along the basin of the Mediterranean and in 
late years to the United States. 


America Preferred Land. 

America has become the preferred land, 
notwithstanding the great racial, linguistic, 
and educational digiculties which the Itali- 
ane meet there as a consequence of the 
economic conditions. Peasants and work- 
men, who in certain Italian regions have 
wages averaging 20 to 30 cents a day, are at- 
tracted by the country where the minimum 
salary is five times as much. 

All these emigrants to America de not 
spend more than in Italy for living, so they 
are in a position to send home considerable 
sums or collect sufficient money to return 
themselves and be comfortably well off the 
remainder of their lives. 


: To Facilitate Prosperity. 

It, therefore, is in the interests of Italy to 
facilitate the prosperity of emigrants and 
their return home, as besides economic means 
they also bring back a spirit of enterprise 
which does not exist in their villages and new 
ideas of life. In other words, they have been 
at school. The government itself urges Ital- 
lans who emigrate to the states to become 
naturalized so as better to reach the object 
which is their aim. 

A new bill is just now before parliament 
to facilitate reassuming Italian citizenship 
following more or less the same rules con- 
tained in the treaty between the United 
States and Germany of 1868, and there even 
is a tendency to study whether it is not pos- 
sible to admit the double nationality of Ital- 
lan and American.

The ideal manager defers to the 
merits and proper demands of the star, 
but he rethembers also that the perfect 
whole is made possible only by considera- 
tion of all entering elements. 

So. when Mr. Mansfield lays down an 
unwise accumulation of duties and takes 
up his legitimate and unincumbered pro- 
fession, it is probable that he will achieve 
his greatest triumphs. By contenting him- 
self with playing hie part” he will have 
much time for study, for reflection, for 
concentrated attention on those things 
which are sufficient for the actor's time 
and thought. He will not bé bothered by 
minor details of vexatious stage provision, 
by the thought of his fellow players, by 
the adjustment of scenery, by the position 
of the lime light or a hundred other trou- 
bles relating to finance or stage craft, 
which should be consigned to a manager. 
He will revel in Ines to be rendered and 
in sant problems of Inflection and in- 
tondtion. And in all likelthood he will be 
remembered not as the reasonably success- 
ful manager who produced “ Peer Gynt,” 
but as the really great actor who played 
Peer Gynt. 


AN EXPERIMENT IN SALOONS. 
In a smal] town in one of the cantons 


| of Switzerland an experiment has been at- 


tempted which will be noted with-curios 

Ny dy all who are interested in the prob- 
lems ‘of careful municipal government. 
The men of the town had petitioned for 
the establishment of a place where liquor 
could be bought, and the women promptly 
sent in a counter petition, with the result 
that the men were defeated. Thereupon 
the men took revenge by going to a neigh- 
boring town for dissipation and remaining 
so late that families soon became demor- 
alized. The women then petitioned that 
a café might be established under their 
supervision. The petition was granted, 
drinks were obtainable, and joy and a 
measure of personal freedom reigned. 

Here is a compromise which may com- 
mend itself to many. The purpose is not 
to encourage drinking but to keep # with- 
in highly respectable and prudent limits. 
And it is presumed that the Swies wives 
Will so contrive that feminine beauty be- 
hind the bar fs not 80 pronounced as to 
lure men from their duty or to make them 
think they are thirsty when they are not. 
Thus far the reports from the experiment 
are most favorable. ‘The women keep 
early hours and see to it that no customer 
carries home with him more than his 
actual necessities demand. They have 
what is technically termed “a line” on 
every man in the town, and they know to 
the glassful just how much die is able to 
afford without robbing his family and the 
exact quantity he can drink without dan- 
ger to his health or reputation. 

This seems to be a suggestion not with- 
out positive merits, F it may be conceded 
that a drinking resort can possess any 
merits whatsoever. The town gets its 
revenue, the man gets his liquor, and the 
woman gets the satisfaction of knowing 
that she is running things and is in a post- 
tion to tell a man that thus far he may 
go and no farther. A drinking place con- 
ducted by women is a “ family resort” in 
the most felicitous sense of the word, At 
the first sign of turbulence or overindul- 
gence womanhood and sobriety put them- 
selves in evidence and trouble is averted 
without the ald or intervention of the po- 
lice. It is an important consideration that 
the meh profess themselves entirely satis- 
fied with the limitations tmposed, no 
longer care to wander thelr own 
drinking privileges, and cheerfully accept 
such arbitrary decrees as the women con- 
sider essential to the welfare of the com- 
munity. From all of which a moral may 
be drawn by those who wieh to draw it.

The 
period of bitter denunciation has long 
since passed. The work of writing regi- 
mental histories i¢ practically completed. 
The political complications have been set- 
tled. Now the veterans who write books 
seem inclined to accept the results of the 


war in the saving of the union and the 


freedom of the slaves, giving their atten- 
tion largely to a study of motives and 
men. The glory won by American man- 
hood appears to be a far more popular 
theme than the ciscussion of controverted 
political questions. 


CITY CARE OF CITY STREETS. 

The commissioner of public works pro- 
poses that the city procure the necessary 
apparatus for repairing asphalt pavements 
and do the work itself instead of having it 
done by contract. The contract plan has 
proved unsatisfactory both in the delay 
before beginning the work and in the qual- 
ity of the work done. Under a compe- 
tent commissioner of public works, Buéeh 
as the city ‘has at present, there is no rea- 
son why the change should act be bene- 
ficial. 

Much of the old asphalt paving was 
done dishonestly in the first-place. The 
price charged. would have been high for 
first class work, and the work was not first 
class. Bonds were given that the work 
would be well done.“ Seldom, if ever, have 
bonds been declared forfeited and collected, 
A pavement poorly laid which should have 
cost the company large sums in forfeits 
has been a source of. continual profit to 
somebody through the payments receive 
for repairs. The property owners who 
paid through special assessments for the 
pavement in the first. place ve been 
cheated and the city, which has for 
repairs, has been cheated also. 

When a contractor or plumber wishes 
to open a street he must secure a permit 
and pay in the case of an asphalt pave- 
ment a fee of $30. The money received 
in this way would go far toward paying 
the expenses of a city repair plant. As it 
is, a hole made in the street is filled in 
indifferently, and often waits six months 
or more for proper repaving. For the next 
four years, at least, the department of 
public works will be managed wisely and 
honestly. Whatever the commissioner 
thinke advisable to add in the way of 
facilities for repairing asphalt pavements 
ep;ould be approved by the council, as it 
will be by the public.

Lord Portsmouth enjoys the advantage ot 
possessing an American sister-in-law, his 
brother, the Hon. Oliver Wallop, being mar- 
ried to Mise Margaret Walker of Louisville, 
Ky. Inasmuch as the earl is childless and 
his next brother, John, a confirmed bachelor, 
there is every prospect of the Hon. Oliver 
succeeding to the earldom of Portsmouth, 
as well as to the extensive entailed estates, 
and of his charming Kentucky wife becoming 
a peeress of the realm. The fact that Oliver 
Wallop took out papers of citizenship of the 
United States last Christmas, and was there- 
by obliged to renounce all nobillary honors, 
does not affect in any way his succession to 
his brother’s earldom. For he has, accord- 
ing to English law, no legal power to make 
any such renunciation of his inheritance of 
a peerage, and, no matter how much he has 
renounced titles, he will, whether he likes 
it or not, become, on the death of his two 
elder brothers, earl of Portsmouth, Viscount 
Lymington, and Lord Wallop, and invested 
with many of the advantages that fall to the 
share of a peer of the realm. The only dif- 
culty which he would experience by reason 
of his American naturalization in that event 


would be the right to-occupy a seat and have 


a vote as a member of the house of lords.

thrift and prosperity. A “square deal” in the distribution of wealth 
belongs to high ideals in the production of wealth to distribute. A diz- 
nified consideration of the rights and responsibilities of owners encour- 
ages equal consideration for the needs and rights of laborers, and a 
willingness to pay a fair price for value received is encouragement to 
give fair value for the price paid. 

In solving the industrial problems we must begin with the last 
things and solve them first. We must begin with the distribution of 
wealth rather than the production of it. The first problem is fair mar- 
gins, fair wages, fair prices. And yet civilization is promoted more by 
the use of money than in the getting of It. Really the first problem of 
civilization is how to make pfofitable consumers rather than how to 
make good producers. The great problem of industry is the market for 

the products of industry. The consumer is the market. 

It is impossible to maintain good workmen on bad wages. And it 
is impossible to maintain good wages for bad workmen. As business 
has to do with margins, it is impossible to maintain a large business on 
small margins. But margins out of their right proportions are mathe- 
matically inconsistent with business prosperity. The greed for margins 
out of proportion may become like the frost which destroys the fruit 
before it is ripe. And still further as we follow along the lines of 
natura] laws if the consumer tries to get something for nothing, 
to get more value than he pays for, he will find that sooner or late: 
the value will shrink to the price paid for it. An industry is a trium- 
virate, and the best results can be secured when the three parties work 
in friendly coSperation, each regarding not his own interests only but 
the interests of each of the other parties as well.

Slim Pay. for Perilous Job. 


ALL men and inside laborers, as 
the workers whp follow the 
building wrecking trade are 
known, perhaps receive the smeil- 
est wages of any of the laborers 

who work on dangerous heights. The wall 
men receive as Pay from $2.25 to $2.50 a day 
for ten hours’ work, and the ineide men work 
for $1.75 to $2 a day. The inside work is 

not nearly go dangerous as that of the men 
who work with pick and shovel on walls lens 
than three feet in width and often over twe 
hundred feet above the street level. 

Three or four years ago it was an easy 
matter for the wrecking contractors to get 
laborers, but the higher wages paid in other 
branches to unskilled workers, especially to 

ditch diggers, cement workers, and building 
excavators has made it hard for the wreck+ 
ing concerns to secufe enough men.

Fatal Accidents Are Frequent. 


Accidents ocour daily during the wreck- 
ug season, the wall mien coming in for the 


greater portion. A misdirected blow of the 
Dbickax, 4 loose brick, of a high wind often 
causes the wall men to lowe their balance and 
fall. They land upon the floor below, if they 
are lucky, if not they go to the street, which 
usually is their finish. 

The interior men receive many bruises 
and outs from falling walle and long, rusty 
nails sticking out of lumber, It ie sald that 
over 75 per cent of the inside workers have 
suffered from blood poisoning caused from 


scratches and digs from rusty nails while re- 


moving lumber from buildings.

OW much work? How much pleasure: 
What proportion of work and pleas- 
ure constitutes the most satisfactory 
life? 

This is a question which must be ex- 
amined from two view pointe—the selfish and 
the unselfish. 

The most satisfactory life to yourself may 
be the least satisfactory to other people. 
Other people must come into the question be- 
cause duty is principally something that we 
owe to other people, and implies service ren~ 
dered for love or for money. 

In social duties the words duty and pleas- 
ure are interchangeable terms. The hostess 
performing the social duties of hospitality 
requests “the pleasure of our company. 
This happy combination of duty and pleasure 
does not, however, always conduce to the 
satisfactory life. A great deal of entertain- 
ing ts done by people who lead lives that are 
not considered “ satisfactory.”

“Right Hour Day” Not Solution. 

From the trade union point of view the pro- 
portion of duty and pleasure nee of 
eight hours’ work, eight hours’ play, and 
eight hours’ rest. But all dur lives cannot 
be arranged thus. 

What the question really means is how 
should we arrange our time in order to derive 
the greatest amount of true happiness from 
the privilege of being permitted to have a 
temporary foothold on the earth's surface.

When he came 
to Cincinnati he brought a letter of intro- 
ductlon from the president of the university 
and several members of the faculty in which 
he was said to be “a gentleman of liberal at- 
tainments, of estimable character, and dis- 
tinguished In literature and science.” Hav- 
ing discharged the office of tutor with great 
fidelity and success” he was “ commended 
to the respectful regard and attention of the 
patrons of talent and learning wherever his 
lot may be cast.“ His sone, you see, couldn't 
have gone anywhere else but back to Yale. 

I had made up my mind to be a lawyer, but 
wanted to complete my education in Burope. 
My mother had left me a little money, but it 
was not enough. A man whom I knew told 
me of a business opportunity. It was a quick 
turn and I made $6,000. So I went abroad, 
took a degree at Heidelberg. and studied lan-

Every one ot the 2,060 persons rescued dur - 
ing the fiscal year which closed last June 
could tell an individual story of heroism 
that would put to shame many of the oft re- 
peated stories of daring on (he battlefield or 
battleship. But the life saver goes at his 
work with such a matter of fact air that few 
people stop to think of his services to human- 
ity until, perhaps, he is being tossed by rag- 

waters on an angry sea with only a few 
inches of frai} board between him and certain 
destruction. 

In addition to these more than 2,000 souls 
rescued from a watery grave in the course 
of twelve months, the life saving service 
participated in rescuing work in cases of 848 
disasters, and saved property worth more 
than $12,000,000. -

Wreck of the Steamer Mataafa. 

One of the most thrilling rescues during 
the entire year was that of the crew of the 
lake steamer Mataafa, a splendid craft. of 
nearly 6,000 tons burden, and carrying & 
crew of twenty-four. The vessel left Duluth | 
one afternoon at about 3:30 o'clock, haying 
in tow the barge Nasmyth. All went well 
until about 2 o’clock the next morning, when 
a gale sprang up which lasted for three days 

nights-and which went down in marine 

ever swept over the great lakes. . 
Capt. Humble now put on all speed and at- 
to make the run into the narrow 
harbor. All seemed to be going well when a 
tremendous ‘sea lifted the Mataafa’s stern 
‘go ‘high that its dow struck bottom. The 
wheel could no longer control the ship and it 


smashed against one of the great concrete - 


piers, Ih a few moments the great craft was 
againet the landing broadside

One Saller Washed Overboard. 

Finally the ship cleared the pler and broke 
in two, about 500 yards off shore. Twelve of 
the crew who had attended te the tow line 
of the barge were aft. They tried to make 
their way forward, but it was a dificult task 
as the water was now sweeping between the 
two parts. of the stranded ship. The second 
mate and twoof the seamen, by watching the 
boiling waves and seizing. ‘opportanity,. 
succeeded in making their way forward. A 
third sailor attempted tho short trip, but was 
washed overboard. He succee(fied in regain- 
ing the side of the vessel, however, and then 
decided to remain aft. The other eight gallors 
décided upon the same course. 

The crew of the Duluth life saving station 
at.the time the Mataafa went aground was 
down the beach effecting the rescue of the 
crew of the steamer R. W. England. The 
rescuing party had succeeded in getting a 
line to that steamer and had brought several 
members of the crew ashore in the breeches 
buoy.. The vessel seemed to be able to 
weather the storm for the night, so the mem- 
bers of the life saving crew went immediate- 
ly to the rescue ot the Mataafa, with their 
clothing stiff with ice, and without having 
had a moment's rest for many weary hours, 

It was’ growing dark. when they reached 
the shore opposite the point where the Ma- 
taafa had stranded: . They could scarcely see 
to alm the gun for shooting the line. Three 
lines were fired, each ofwhich, it was discov- 
eted afterward, Struck the vessel, but in the 
darkness the crew was unable to find the 
ropes in two instances, and In the third the 
men were so cold and had such small space 
in whith to movo that Jt was found to be im- 
possible to make the line fast and effect « 
rescue by means of the breeches buoy. 


Launching the Life Boat. 

The coast at the point where the vessel 
stranded was so dangerous that it was found 
to be impossible to launch a lifeboat at any 
point that night. The crew therfore went 
back to get a few hours’ sleep before enter- 
ing upon the arduous and dangerous work 
of the next morning. With the first evidence 
of Ught they were again at their posts of 
duty. They were told to wait a few mo- 
ments, as @ tug was expected ry go out and 
pour oll on the waters near the wrecked ves- 
sel, but the tug’s owners finally refused to 
do this, and the life savers immediately 
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Waves on à return trip to get the remaining 
survivors on the Mataafa. The second trip 
resulted in bringing ashore eight men, in- 
cluding the captain. 

A third trip, when the lifesavers visited the 
aft cabin, revealed the horrors of the sea's 
Work. Four men were found huddled around 
the amokestack of the cabin, dead, with ‘their 
‘garments shrouds of ice. The 
five members of the crew never were found, 
and it is assumed that they were washed. 
overboard either in the afternoon or during 
the harrowing fours of the night. 

The suffering undergone by the members 
of the Mataafa crew and the condition under 
which the lifesavers worked are beyond d- 
scription. 

The men were in imminent danger of freéz- 
ing to death during the long hours between 
the time the vessel struck and the next morn- 
ing. Those forward collected and lighted all 
available lamps and wrapped themselves in 
what Diafkets they could. find. As they were 
wet to the skin, these measures afforded only 
slight protection from the intense cold, how- 
ever, and they had to resort to pounding and 
slapping each other. ‘The story of their suf- 
ferings is best told in the captain’ 2 own words.

“It took every effort of myself, the first 
mate, the second mate, and the wheelsman to 
keep the balance of the crew standing on their 
feet and moving about. It was getting colder 
all the time. About 5 o'clock in the morning 
the lamps burned out, and I was sure we 
would all freeze before daylight. Asa last 
hope I waded down in the water along the 
passageway through three or four feet of 
water to the windlass room, where I secured 
some kerosene, rags, and dry matches, and by 
chopping down a bathroom I got some wodd 
with which'to build a fire. When I started-the 
fire I called all hands downs. We stood about 


the fire until. 7:30 o'clock, when the fe 


saving crew came in the surf boat.” * 
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Another disaster, which resultad in tho 


death of two members of the crew before 
the life savers came to the rescue. Wiis that 
of. the wreck of the ‘gasoline © sthooner 
Corinthian, on the California coast last June. 
On this occasion the real hero of the night 
was Alexander McLean, a man who former- 
ly had been a member of the life saving 
service, but who had retired to enter private 
business. It was the training which Mr. Me- 
Lean received when he was engaged as a 
life saver that enabled him to rescue one of 
the seamen who jumped from the rigging 
of the Corinthian when the vessel struck 
bottom. This sailor, who lost his nerve when 
the heavy seas began to break over the 
stranded schooner, Jumped into the 3 
waters and tried to swim ashore.

Therefore in sending the telegram an- 
nouncing an arrival, the name of the road 
and the train number are the two absolute 
essentials. It will be a help to the recipient 
ot the message in most cases. if the time of 
the arrival of the train be given also. Fre- 
quently, am between the two stations in- 
volved in such a message, a difference of

Mach Loss of Time. 

This uncertainty of promotion and menace 
to positions make uneasiness enough. But 
the uncertainty of hours in the week is an- 
other trouble. Many of these workmen 
would be willing to work indefinitely without 
promotion if it were not for this uncertainty. 
At the best in any season Mondays and Sat- 
urdays give the workers only half days. 
Often the week’s opportunities are only forty 
hours. At the 16 cent wage this means only 
$6.40°a week; at the 50 cent rate it 1s only 
$20 a week. 

According to the seasons, too, there are 
uncertainties. Summer has its siackness 
until the cattle butcher may average only 


twenty-seven: hours a week, while the max- 


imum seldom exceeds fifty hours. These 
hours of enforced idleness among the men 
not only cut into thelr income but take 
them to the saloon, where money that other 
wise would be saved is squandered. 

To the class of men who come to the yards 
accustomed to irregular hours the tempta- 
tion of the saloons is not so great. The 
Lithuanian and.the Slovak especially are 
not. likely to suffer in proportion. Their cus- 
toms on the occasions of weddings, funerals, 
and national holidays allow them only about 
two-thirds of the working days of the year 
for wage earning. A wedding means.a week 
of feasting and dancing for friends invited. 
Three or four days may be devoted to a 
funeral. One or two weeks may be given over 
to the summer kalvreea festivities.

UnsKilled Men Not in Union. 


Unioniam in the beginning contemplated 
only the skilled yardemen. The unekilled 
men began to form a union in 1902 and in 1904 
when the strike came half of the 56,000 men 
in the international unton were uns killed. 
The strike killed the union of the unskilled. 


For only one year previously the packers hac 


‘entered into an agreement with them and 
ar the strike they have refused to treat 
with the unskilled men as a body. 

Today the butchers’ unfon numbets only 
alf what it was in 1004. In the large cities 
the union now is composed only of the skilled 
workmen. Members pay dues of 30 cents a 
month to the internatione! body. A death 
benefit fund has been provided for and of 
the dues 18 cents goes to the general ex- 
pense fund, 10 cents to the strike fund, and 5 
cents to the death bemefit fund. :

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RGUMENT and bickering and worry- 
t over small things is one of the 
greatest evils in the working world, 
Procrastination merely is petty 
larceny of time as compared with 
argument. 

How many workers there are who, when 
told to do something, stop to debate or bicker 
over the manner in which that thing ts to 
be done. How many there are who want to 
argue the point from every possible angle. 
And how many there are who, having been 
curtly’“ shut up and told to do it, waste 
still more time worrying and fretting. 

These workers forget that the object is 
to get a thing done—and that the way it ts 
If it is not done right, 
of course, there is trouble, but that is not 
the point. The arguments chiefly are as to 
differences in method in accomplishing the 
game end. . 

Only a few days ago I watched a plumbing 
contractor and plumber engaged in putting 
a steam pipe through an eighteen inch wall. 
The contractor explained briefly and con- 
cisely how he wanted it done. The plumber 
stopped, put down the pipe, and argued. He 
declared that he never nad done that kind 
of work in that way, that he had worked for 
some of the best master plumbers in the 
country, and that they did not do it that way. 
He started to get technical and the boss 
shut him up curtly.

Learn to Ohey Orders. 

After hours that evening the two rode home 
together.

Leader in the Lawless Days. 
Maj. Lillie-is Pawnee Bin because the 
Indians and men of the plains will have him 
no other way. The sobriquet was given to 
him in the lawless days of the Indian terri- 
tory. He had left his birthplace—Blooming- 
ton, IIl.—in quest of the romantic exploit 
and material acquirement which the early 
west offered. The characteristic endow- 
ments of his mind were courage, strength, 
and .shrewdness.. Among the turbulent 
spirits of his new environment he speedily 
made his personality. and prowess felt. He 
wags cowpuncher, trapper, guide, explorer, 
scout, hunter, Indian leader, and soldier by 
turn, and famous in each vocation.

Billboard Supplements Newspapers. 
Outdoor publicity ts the best of all sup- 
plementary advertising. Few of the large 
national enterprises have been built up on 
outdoor publicity alone. The manufacturer 
whe seeks @ world wide distribution of his 
product uses the billboard to supplement his 
newspaper and magazine work, On the hy- 
pothesis that people need to be reminded as 
much as to be taught, he makes his outdoor 
copy suggestive rather than educational. It 
must be eo brief that it can be read and 

understood at a glance. 

Reiterative copy embodies one of the most 
vital principles of mall order advertising. 
It is largely reaponsibie for the success of 
the great concerns known as catalogue 
houses. It means simply hammering in the 
strong points. Mall order advertisers have 
done this for years, but general advertisers 
are just beginning to recognise the value of 
this priaciple. i 

It is by reiteration—hammering in the strong 
points—that public speakers sway their au- 
Giences. When you tap a nail on the head 
only once you drive in the point but part of 
the way; but hit it again and again and you 
soon hammer it home.

Boy Worth as Much as Man. 
‘This is not to be taken that the laborer at 45 is not the 
better workman for a year—for two years—for several 
years. It means that the potential value of the boy for 


thirty years before his reaching 45 is promising enough 


that a possible purchaser might rather have the untrained 
boy at 15 than the man who has seen 4 years of hard, 
weartng work. At 45 yeasts old the man is fifteen years 
past the meridian of his best efforts, and not for fifteen 
years will the boy have attained it. But when the boy 
has reached 80 years and the maximum value, he will 
have fifteen more years in which to make his returns 
before he is the age of the adult, new worth the $15.64 
more than he.

In this way the total value of 
Chicago's citizenship is $17,299,080,@00. 

That Dr. Holt’s figures are far in excess of the ac- 
cepted value of the human being as recognized by Illinois 
statutes, however, may be seen in the fact that in case of 
death caused by negligence of the responsible corporation 
or firm, the maximum of damages is only $10,000. There 
may be compensation in the fact that in such a case of 
death, ho jury would give a parent the $69.48 valuation or 
the infant as shown in these tables. But it remains that 
under culpable negligence causing the death of the pro- 
feasional man in his prime, only one-third of the tabu- 
lated value is récoverable under any circumstances.

Eventually Schilling came to believe that he was

Longs for the Simple Life.

“where I could stand in the front door and look out of 
the back. As it is, with the house we already have, 
when I ask the butler to do anything, he says: O, that 
is the parlor maid's duty, madame,’ and when 1 ask the 
parlor maid, she says ‘that belongs to the first house- 
maid.’ The first housemaid tries to pass it off on the 
second, and the second says it ‘is the upstairs girl's 
work,’ and so it goes until the fact Is that the most 
comfort I take is gen we are in our little flat over in 
Paris.” | 

With these sentiments and experience it is no won- 
der that Lolita’s mother declared that it was altogether 
too big when she climbed up to look at the masonry, for 
when it is done, by going in to one end of the great 
hall there is such a connection of halls and rooms that 
a view may be had directly through one straight space 
of 500 feet. . 

The next time she looked over at the masonry, how- 
ever. the tiled arches were up to hold the floors, and it 
didn’t look so big.

Great Work Is Being Rushed. 


No wonder, thinks the hearer, little Lolita reduces 
the glories of her new castle and wooded estate to “a 
new sand pile to play in and a lovely new colored 
brick.” Similar as to etymology is the view of her 
father, Ogden Armour himself. 

“I am afraid I won't live to see all this if we don't 
get something doing here pretty soon,” said he one day 
last spring, and thereupon orders were given to rush 
the work on the house and the excavations for the lakes 
which are to lie near it—these being seven and nine 
acres each and connected with a lagoon. These and the 
auxiliary drive, and one of the bridges, and the house 
itself were turned over to extra forces so that the time 
for moving in can be set for just a year from this 
summer.

Cosi liest Marble in the World. 


In addition to the shrubs, caen, a French stone of 
lovely yellow color, more costly than Italian marble, has 
been imported to form the walls of the main vestibule. 
the palmroom, main hall, and men’s reception room, into 
which its three sidea, lead. 

The house, hinting at renaissance in architecture. is 
to be two stories of brick, with rough cast plaster over 
the outside, this faced and pillared with alabaster 
marble. The commercial side is turned to for a minute 
with the mention of the sum of $100,000 which this 
marble is to cost and which is being produced with the 
p ovoking slowness that seemingly attends all marble 
demands of such size in the white quarries of Alabama.

Between these is a closad 
logia that opens out on to a terrace, under which the 
road pas°¢s, admitting of a carriage entrance in place 
of the ordinary porte cochére. 

There is a music reom 100 feet in length, having for 
one of its details a pipe organ. The main hall itself 
is to be 100 feet by 25 feet, with a still wider space at 
the back for the stairway, which is to be of such pro- 
portions that Mrs. Armour can receive on it, if she likes, 
with as fine effect as have its famous hostesses on the 
stairs of Marlborough house. 

The mistress of the manor already has impressed her 
individuality in the care with which she has selected 
the shade of the pink tiled roof, which will top the 
structure at an angle of 5 degrees. And in the Linden 
trees which she has ordered to replace the trees already 
planted on the edge of the drive, although this again 
may be changed to fit in with the plans of the new 
landscape gardener.

Large Colony of Retainers. 

The house stands on the highest point, with the 
ground sloping down to the beautiful lakes more than 
half surrounding it. On one side of these are the woods, 
never far absent from an enchanted castle, although 
it is only as picnic woods of Lake Forest these always 
have been known. Far away in the meadows, where the 
river runs, there will be the farm lands and farmers 
with their families. In places probably the river will 
be widened to increase its current. Lodges for the care- 
takers, one at the entrance and another farther in st 
the railroad, with a garage at this point, and immense 
stables farther back, altogether will house @ whole 
colony of people, who shall be among the little princess 
retainers. 

And she, tue little girl herself, will be domiciled with 
her own set ef rooms in the second story. She will have 
her own room there, her maid's room, and—sad part to 
the story in the oubi that always comes to the little 
inmates of palaces—she will have her practice room 
here, too. This is to be a wonderful place, deadened to 
outside sounds and perfected to those within. In here,

But when it 
is at home, and just a mere baby instead of 
a king, it will wear garments far more won- 
derful, yet garments which almost every child 
wears, garments embroidered with tears or 
joy and happiness, frilled with little smiles,

Battenberg, has shown that the mother is first 
and the queen second.

One of the pretty ideas which Queen 
Victoria has used in making the tiny gar- 
ments is to use the lace which is her name- 
sake on the heavier garments, and this lace, 
made by her own hands, is found on one o 
the little long dresses. 
Queen Victoria; accordifig to one of the

This robe, according to the English at- 
tendant is something like a cloak. It is 
built of silk over sheer muslin of the finest 
quality, and in shape it differs little from 
the ordifiary infant’s long dresses, except 
that the upper portion is made with a cloak 
effect, having three separate capes of the 
same material. These capes are edged 
with lace of the Battenbergs, finer and softer and 
less open than the usual Battenberg pattern. One 
of the features of the outer or upper cape is that em- 
broidered upon one corner of the cape is the éastle of 
Castile and on the other corner the Arragonese lions. 

The sheer muslin, overlaid. with transparent silk. 
extends over a yard below where the feet of the little 
monareh will rub together just as the feet of other 
babes do.

What happened to him was exactly what happens 
to most young mén who go into New York with big 
ideas and small pocketbooks.

She carried out the daily tasks and duties and 
assumed much of the care to save England's famous 
queen. Even when she married Prince Henry it was 
stipulated that she should not leave her mother, and 
with her husband she nved at the English court. Her 
needlework was famous throughout Bngland, and each 


eof her daughters was instructed in the art. 


Even-as a young girl Ena showed an aptitude and 
a liking for needlework, and on several occasions pieces 
ef embroidery dene by her brought great prices at char 
ity bazaars. 

And even as a queen she refused to forego the pleas- 
ure of making pretty things for her baby, and has cre- 
ated the little garmets that are causing more comment 
than all the rich gifts of kings and potentates.

After a month, when baby had been educated to use 
the bottle aud not have colic, “baby” ceased to be 
“baby,” and became Miss. Gertrude Nicholas Ford. 

Ford continned to advance in his profession. He 
received a large salary atid worked hard. His chief 
delight, however, was “ Luck,” as he insisted on calling 
Gertrude. The nurse remained with him even when at 
the time the child was 2 years old Ford rented an 
apartment up in arlem. 

Gertrude grew to be a charming girl. She was not 
exactly pretty, but her features were good, her eyes 
blue and merry, her complexion peachy, and her fair 
hair curly. She was as gay and clever as any girl, and 
likable. When she was about 12 years old Ford moved 
over to Brooklyn, purchaser a nice lot out in the Pros- 
pect Park district when it was new, and built a house. 
Meantime the girl went te school at a private institu- 
tion, studied music, and dabbed a little at painting, and 
came back “ finished ’’—but unspoiled. 


She knew nothing of her origin until she was 1. 


Then some one hinted to her that she was not Ford's 
daughter. She demarded oi him to tell the truth, and 
he told her everything. He described his efforts to 
find her mother, showed her the advertisements and 
letters, and reports of a detective he had employed. 

It wasn’t quite the same between them after that— 
although they appeared to love each other just as much. 
There was a difference and a restraint. But this spring 
Ford asked her to marry him, and the girl, sobbing, 
came to him gladly, erying that she had loved him for 
years—and not as a father. 

So Ford married the girl he found in a garbage 
box, and they are happy. He still calls ner Luck, 
and declares her responsible for all the success and 
happiness he ever has known.

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FINISHING WAISTS AND SLEEVES 


O put a sleeve correctly into the armhole of 
a waist, also getting it to set well over the 
shoulders, is a bugbear to many women. If 
the rules given below are followed there will 

y 80% be no trouble. To find the right polnt on 

— waist for the front seam of sleeve crease a 
fold on front of waist straight down from shoulder 
from where sleeve sews in, then make d fold or crease 
straight across front from where sleeve sews*in at un- 
der arm seam. Make a diagonal line towards armhole 
from. point where the creases intersect, and put the 
front seam of sleeve at this point. This is illustrated 
in the accompanying cut. Baste the under part of 
sleeve in plain, measuring up towards the back from 
under arm seam of waist three and one-half inches, and 
up towards the front from this same under 
arm sleeve of waist four and one-half inches. The 
upper part of sleeve is gathered and the fullness evenly 
distributed between these points. After the armhole is 
finished turn the armhole seam up towards the shoulder 
seam and fasten securely. It is not a bad plan in @ 
wash waist to stitch the seam in place for a distanze 
ef about two inches either side of shoulder seam. This 
makes all the difference in the world in the way the 
sleeve sets. If seam is not fastened the sleeve is apt 
to stand up in an ugly position, while the fastening of 
the seam makes the fullness set off from the shoulder, 
Zt improves the waist 100 per cent. 

To put a waist into a band or girdle correctly meas- 
ure your front, back, and under arm lengths by some 
waist that is tight. Have some one take these meas- 
ures for you. Crease the waist between these points; 
this gives the waist line. Then pin the middle of back 
at waist Une to the waist line of girdle, and measure on 
girdle five inches over from the edge and put the under 
arm seam of waist at this point. Five or five and one- 
half inches across half of back is about right for me- 
dium figures. Arrange the fullness in the back in one 
or two small plaits, going towards the beck and close 
to the middle of back. Pin the waist line of waist to

The 
flounces are open at the sides and cascaded, 
as in the petticoat drawers, a shower bow of 
underwear ribbon with long ends tied in but- 
terfly knots being placed at either side where 
the flounce and body join.

Study for Apprentices. 

Mme. Hidenschenk of the council superior 
de l’instruction of Paris proposes for the 
education of young workers that evening 
classes should be held from 4 to 7, as at Leip- 
sic and elsewhere, and that employers be 
obliged to give apprentices leave of absence 
to attend school during those hours. The 
subjects to be t ht in these complementary 
classes include, both girls and boys, 
ethics. contemporary history, civic instruc- 
tion, those natural solences tending to open 
the mind, and above all the elements of ra- 
tional agriculture, bookkeeping, modern 
Tanguages, etc. 

This would not prevent the formation of 
special schools of apprenticeship. But those 
boys and girls who could not attend such 
schools would receive indispensable comple- 
mentary instruction. For girls, domestic 
economy, sewing, general hygiene, infant 
In adapting these classes to local 
necessities a great service would be rendered 
to those who never can find a place in the 
special technical schools, and the personal 
education of the adult would be continued. 

The entire scheme is born of the idea enter- 
tained by the educational authorities in 
France for the formation of obligatory even- 
ing classes for the adult pupils of the ele- 
mentary schools—i. e.: pupile from 18 to 18 
years old. This second period of elementary 
instruction already has been Instituted in 
Switzerland and Germany.

Vaudeville a Foe 
to Divorce Court. 


Vaudeville, by its popularity, has served 
a strange end in the theatrical business. It 
has lessened stage divorces and increased the 
marital happiness of theatrical folk. 

One of the great causes of divorce between 
actors and their wives during the entire his- 
tory of the drama has been the fact that 
they were apart so much ot the time. With 
the wife working in some road company 
and the husband. perhaps engaged for the 
geason in some New York theater, or with 
both on the road with different companies, 
they had small opportunity for seeing each 
other, and the result was either the cooling 
of love, the increase of suspicion, or the con- 
duct which sooner or later led to the divorce 
courts. 
However, the inéreased popularity of 
vaudeville as a form of entertainment has 
changed this to a large extent merely be- 
cause va has given the husband and 

ife the opportunity to remain together 
3 the season as well as during the 
summer months. Many actors have desert- 
ed the “legit 1 and gone into vaudeville 
merely for the sake of being with their wives. 
Many stage women who might have made 
more money with some road company pre- 
fer the vaudeville because it gives a 
chance to be with their husbands, 

— 


Probably 96 per cent of all the “ teams” 
working on the vaudeville circuit are man 
and wife. Although it may not sound true, 
the fact is that stage people, or a great ma- 
jority of them, love their families just like 
people outside the profeasion do. They long 
for companionship and comradeship as much 
as if, a sone actor says, “ were human 
beings.”” It is not pleasant ra husband 
and wife to separate in September to see 
each other, perhaps, the next June; but in 
ordinary companies there is small chance for 
a husband and wife both to find places that 
fit them in the cast, and theatrical companies 
do not like to carry any one who does not fit. 

Vaudeville has offered an opportunity to 
escape the annual separation. Possibly the 
husband makes $100 a week in the “ legit 
and the wife $75. If they double up as a 
team the chances are that, unti Ithey get a 
reputation in vaudeville, they will not com- 
mand more than $125 to $150 for the team.

over and enlighten us Ibsenically. Lest we 
might take Mrs. Nilssen to be a granddaugh- 
ter of Christine Nileson, the Norwegian opera 
singer, or a Gaughter of Adelaide Neuson, 
the English tragedienne, or, dreadful thought! 
a sister of Carlotta Nulson, the mere Ameri- 
can actress, she would not uee her family 
name here, but would be known to publicity 
as Oda only.

It was once considered quite a trick in 
writing show paper to use some word that 
would be expressive and get people talking. 
It was imagined that such a word would 
result in much free advertising through the 
people puzzling their pates over its meaning. 

When W. C. Coup organized his trained 
horse show in 1875 it was under the novel 
title of W. C. Coup’s Equescurriculum.” 
Though the manufactured word seemed to 


t the show perfectly, the show itself was 


not so great a success. 


In later years when the attraction pos- 


seseed far greater merit than the shows of 
earlier days, dependence came to be placed 


more upon a vigorous, incisive style, and the 


languhkge used was of the plain, everyday 
character. But it had a certain swing or 
rhythm that attracted attention and ren- 
dered it effective. As a matter of internal 
fact, however, show paper always has been 
and is now written in the general style of 
the circus announcer, who sings out in his 
deep foghorn voice: ‘“‘ Mr. John Bachelor 
will now make two someréaults over the 
backs of five elephants! Remember, two 
somersaults—no more, no less!“ 

It is a generally recognized fact that the 
present style of commercial ad“ writing 
is copied from circus literature. There is a 
grandly triumphant ring running through 
circus paper that renders it attractive to the 
eye and ear. In a considerable degree it has 
been adopted by the theatrical agents and 
patent medicine men. 

I was loitering on the piazza of a hotel in 
Emporia, Kas., one day, when a boy came 
along and deposited in my lap a pamphiet 
of some four or six pages of solidly printed 
matter about a theatrical show which was 
to play at one of the theaters that night in 
the town. What was my surprise upon read- 
ing it to find every word had been written 
by me two years before. 

The only change made in the entire bill was 
the erasure of the name of our show and 
substitution of the title of the other; and, 
stranger still, the agent of the theatrical 
company had the effrontery to put on his 
courier “copyrighted.” A few hours 
after this I met the agent, whom I knew 
well, and I showed him the copy of his bill, 
‘which 1 still held’ mn my hand, calling his at- 
tention to the fact that I had written it word 
for word. Of course he acknowledged it, 
whereupon we both laughed over the inci-

The lettering of lithographs and poster 
work requires the same concise and catchy 
cunning demanded by the features. As pos- 
ter and lithograph work must appeal to the 
casual passing eye rather than to the con- 
nected reasoning powers, it is necessary that 
every feature should stand out boldly, to be 
seen and comprehended at a glance. | 

The largest stand of bills must present the 
salient features of a show so plainly that 
they may be seen and understood from the 
passing street car or carriage and a certain 
impression be left upon the mind.

Most of the poster work is in three colors 
and costs about 4 cents a sheet, There are 
usually for the best circuses 1,500,000 sheets 
of lithograph paper required for a season, 
Of this aggregate about 200 sheets a day
